Mrs. O'Neill 
is the wife of the vell’s steward, and 
she gives the first ry from a sur- 
vivor of the wreck. e said: 
“After a most stormy voyage we 
@ Mazatlan just as the Mexicans 


. Were celebrating the national holiday. 


Things on board were near a crisis, 
the sailors were brooding and threaten- 
ing mutiny. Capt. G. M. Mckaren, 
fearing trouble, took his ship ow® un- 
Ger the lighthouse at Creston Island 
and dropped anchor there. - 

“We waited there a day, but nobody 
would work on account of the holidays. 
lt was the night of September 16. I 
was sieeping in the room next to the 
captain's cabin, Suddenly the ship 
pitched forward and the lurching threw 
me out of my bunk. I knew that the 
anchor chain had parted. Then there 
was a frightful sound of crunching and 
breaking steel plates. I rushed on deck 
in time to learn that the ship had 
struck squarely on the Pinnacle Rocks 
and then listed to starboard, where she 
hung, beaten broadside by every break- 
er. With difficulty the boats were 
launched and in my nightgown, and 
drenched to the skin, I went down the 
ship's side on the rope ladder and feil 
Tather than jumped into the boat. 

“No sooner was I safe in the first 
of the boats lowered thansCapt. Mc- 
Laren bled dowrf the ladder and 
drop i®% We were in danger of be- 
ing crushed between the steamer and 
the rocks and so“*I caught up an oar 
and rowed my We soon reached 
the steamer General, where we were 
kindly treated. The captain remained 
on the General until the sen was 
smooth. He had his ship's papers with 
him. Not a life was lost and we all 
came up on the Para except Capt. Mc- 
Laren. The fittings of the Wemyss 
Bay and part of her cargo was saved. 
The Wemyss Bay was twenty-one 
years old.

the Daily Telegraph this morning 
a letter which is intended to serve as 
a preface to the repuplication in book 
form of a series of articles which has 
appeared in the Daily Telegraph on the 
fiscal problem. The letter, however, 
is practically a complete exposition of 


his proposed policy. Chamberlain says: 
“It is not well with British trade. 
After a long period of success, the 
policy of unrestricted free imports has 
now shown evident signs of failure. 
Qur exports are stationary in amount 
and declining in character. We receive 
from our competitors a larger 
proportion of manufactured goods 
and we send them a larger propor- 
tion of raw materials than we used to. 
Our supremacy in what have always 
been considered our standard indus- 
tries has been wrested from us or is 
seriously menaced. (ne one our 
markets, once profitable and expand- 
ing, are closed to us by hostile tariffs. 
We have lost all power of bargaining 
successfully for the removal or rejec- 
tion of these barriers to our trade. 
(our colonies alone continue to increase 
iheir purchases, and even here we 
must abandon all hope of expansion, 
and we are threatened with the loss of 
our existing trade if we are unable to 
meet their requests for 
preference. 
“Our competition, which is already 
so acute, is not fair competition. At is 
supported by bounties, fostered by the 
operations of trusts, and strengthened 
by the economical advantages which 
our opponents enjoy in the shape of 
cheaper labor and in the absence of all 
those regulations which we have as- 
rented to in the interest of t work- 
ing classes and in order to r@se their 
standard of living. The case for in- 
quiry is overwhelming, and these arti- 
cles suggest that the case of reform 
will 
porters of our antiquated policy resort 
naturaliy to well-worn devices which 
have always been at the service of 
every opponent of reform. It is not 
easy to characterise such perversions 
of the truth in parliamentary language. 
They are tounded on garbied and in- 
complete extracts from speeches, se- 
lected without regard to their tenor, 
and they atttribute motives and in- 
tentions which exist onlv in the imag- 
ination of the free food controversal- 
ist.

‘his is contrary to the doctrine of the 
most eminent of modern economists, 
who say that where an article is im- 
and is 
aleo produced at home and in the 
colonies a tax upon the foreign article 
alone will not raise the price pro- 
rortionally with the duty, but that the 
cost to the consumer will be mainly 
regulated by the supply and demand. 
This is especially the fact when the 
duty is small. re ie much experi- 
ence to confirm the theory of 
economist. Neither in 
many, nor in any other 
country have the prices risen by 
amount of the protective duty, while 
in this country the smal! tax of one 
shilling on corn did not raise the price 
atall.

The baneful inftlu- 
ence of this speculative manipulation 
of cotton is a matter for serious con- 
cern, and for which there can be no 
justification whatsoever. 

“The force of these claims should 
surely be sufficient to justify, same con- 
ecerted and united action toward put- 
ting a stop to the gambling eperavons 
which Inflict such widespread suffer- 
ing and injury upon so many and such 
important interests.” 

In referring to cotton manufactur- 
ing in the South, President Walmsley 
said: “We warmly congratulate the 
South upon the great development of 
its natural and industrial resources. 
There is surely ample room for both 
North and South. The supremacy of 
cotton manufacturing in New England, 
in my opinion, will continue to be un- 


assailabie.”

The President's emphatic reaffirmation 
of his position, taken in connection 
with the declare’ intention of labor- 
unfonisis to defeat him for reélection. 
if Possible. forces this question 
politics. and will make it the para- 
mo@nt issie in ‘he nev Presidential 
caM@ipaign. .This is inevitae Mat- 
ters have so shape! thenselves, or 
have been so shaped, that the issue 
cas no longer be avoided. It must 
be fought out to a finish 

That this issue should eventually be 
brought into the political arena was 
inevitable. It is an irrepressibie cun- 
Mict. Inasmuch as the con@ict had to 
come, it is best, perhaps, that it 
should come in the form of the lead- 
ing issue of the national campaign. 
This will afford an opportunity for tne 
fullest and freest possible expression 

of public opinion on the subject. as 
the Battle must be fought, the sooner 
it t fought the better.

ALUE OF CLEANLINESS. 

A newspaper item states that the 
full value of the work done by Maj.- 
Gen. Leonard Wood in Cuba has not 
been appreciated by the American 
public. It is said that one of the re- 
sults of that work has been that there 
is no yellow fever on the island since 
the American occupation. There are 


} still mosquitoes there, are there not? 


In that case, what becomes of the 
mosquito-malaria yellow fever theory? 
One thing this shows, however—that 
thorough cleanliness is the most ef- 
fective means of fighting disease and 
epidemics. How do we know that the 
worst outbreak of smallpox, or typhoid 
fever, or yellow fever, or plague, might 
not be averted, or brought to an end, 
by thorough cleanliness and disin- 
fection? The city of Cleveland not 
long ago succeeded in suppressing an 
outbreak of smalipox in this way, 
without resorting to vaccination. 

It would be a thousand times bet- 
ter if physicians would insist more on 
cleanliness——pereona!l, and household, 
and municipal cleanliness, and clean- 
liness in diet—and less on the injec- 
tion into the blood of poisonous 
matter. 


MMIGRATION. 

The Bureau of Immigration at 
Washington has just given out a state- 
ment showing the arrivals of immi- 
grants in the United States during 
the month of August, 1903, together 
with some other statistics on the sub- 
ject which are of interest. The total 
number of immigrants arriving in 
August of this year, it appears from 
the statement, wes largeiy in excess 
of those arriving during August, 1902; 
the number for the month being 64,977 
this year, as compared to 45,549 for 
August of last year. 

It appears from the statement that 
there was a marked increase in the 
number of immigrants from Austria- 
Hungary, Denmark, Finland, Germany, 
England, Italy, Russia, Scotland, and 
Wales, with a slight increase in the 
immigration from Norway, while that 
trom Sweden shows 2 decrease, as do 
aiso the arrivals from Asia. 

Of the total number of immigrants 
arriving at our ports during August, 
1903, 810 were refused admission. for 
one reason or another. Of those thus 
debarred, 554 were paupers, 156 were 
diseased (in such manner as to come 
under the ban of the law.) six were 
convicts, seven were polygamists, 
ninety-five were decl:red to be con- 
tract laborers, and one was idiotic. 
Of the 64,977 arrivals, 48,000 landed at 
the port of New York. ? 

It is further stated that the increase 
in immigration for July and August, 
the first two montus of the current 
fiscal year, amounts to 38 per cent. as 
compared to the correeponding period 
of the preceding year. This is an ex- 
cecdingly large ratio of increase, es- 
pecially when the fact is taken into 
consideration that the immigration ot 
last year showed a large increase over 
that of the year before. if the ratio of 
immigration for August, 196%, were 
continued throughovt the year. it 
would amount, for twelve months. to 
more than three-quarters of a million 
persons. This rate fs not maintained. 
as a maiter of fact. Yet it is a fact 
which we should not ignore that the 
arrivals of immigrants upon our shores. 
after making due allowances for fuc- 
tuations due to temporary causes, 
show a marked increase from year to 
year. The fact that we have tn the 
past successfully assimilated al] the 
incongruous elements that Europe and 
Asia, and the four corners of the earth. 
have poured upon us in a_ turbid 
stream of immigration, is one of the 
highest possible tributes to our virility 
and vitality asa nation. But how long 
can we continue to assimilate these 
elements is the question. Are our 
powers of degiutition and digestion 
unlimited? Or is there danger that 
the patient. one of these fine days, 
may find himse!f aMicted with gas- 
tritis, or immigrantitis, or some other 
troublesome derangement of the ali- 
mentary processcs” 

This ts the question that thoughtful 
persons are asking. It is a question 


that thoughtful persons have been 


its sovereignty, in some important par-J nave stood, and are standing, in the 


asking for a generation, and it is still 
unanswered. That many serious evils 
have come to us as a result of foreign 
immigration, is a fect that no one 
needs to be told. But these have not 
been evils without a remedy: and the 
probabilities are that we shal! find in 
the future, as we have found in the 
past, means more or less praciicabie 
for meeting and minifying these evils 
—provided they do not come upon us 
too “thick and fast.” It must be con- 
fessed, however, that when the for- 
elgners pile in upon us at the rate of 
three-quarters of a million per year, 
it is a little more than we would bar- 
gain for, if @be-.ute freedom of con- 
tract were reserved to us. 

It le a grave mistake to suppose, 
however, that foreign immigration has 
been to the United States an unmixed 
evil. The benefits it has brought us 
are, perhaps, equal to the drawbacks 
even greater, it may be. By far the 
larger number of immigrants have 
added to, insteau of retarding, our 
progress as a nation. They have 
brought us brawn to develop our in- 
computable material resources, and 
this, in itself, is a factor of no smal! 
importance in our national life. The 
majority of foreigners who have made 
their homes here have become good citi- 
zene—and no small number of them 


van of progress, as desirable citizens 
as are to be found in any country. 
These facts are not to be forgotten 
nor ignored, in considering the prob- 
lem of immigration. It is idle to 
inveigh against immigration, indis- 
criminately. We ould not shut out 
immigration altogether if we would; 
we should not if we could. But the 
fact is becoming more and more clear 
to intelligent students of the subject 
that we ought, in justice to ourselves, 
to draw the lines; of discrimination 
closer than we have drawn them in the 
past, in order that we may, so far as 
possible, exclude undesirables, while 
admitting those who have _ within 
themselves “the power and the po- 
tency” of good citizenship. Above al! 
else, it is becoming clearer that we 
need a more rigid educational test. 
Illiteracy, under any circumstances, is 
undesirable. In admitting, annually, 
hordes of illiterates to possibie Amer- 
ican citizenship, we are committing an 
egregious mistake, which in justice to 
ourselves we ought to correct at the 
earliest possible opportunity. ,

By virtue of their being members of 
labor unions men are asked to forgei 
the Constiiution of the United States, 
which certainly guarantees the righi 
of every man to work, irrespective of 
his membership in any union or asse- 
elation of any character. 

But it is more than this. There Is 
no effort to conceal the fact that this 
action means that it is desired to ar- 
ray votes against those who would en- 
force the Constitution and the written 
and common law of the land.

Lecal Labor Unions Sick, 
Dector Sent for. 
McCarthy Coming from the North 
to Preach Consolidation. — 
Sam Parks Scheme to be Pushed 
Here—cAtlack on Chief 
Elton. 


Driven to a last ditch, the union la- 
borites of Los Angeles have resolved 
upon a rallying of forces, looking to a 
federation of all local labor organiza- 
tions along lines made disreputable by 
Sam Parks and his iik. 

For the accomplishment of this pur- 
pose, P. H. McCarthy, president of the 
San Francisco Building Trades Coun- 
cil, has been called in and is sched- 
uled for a “spell-binding”* feat before 
the wavering laborites at Elks’ Hall 
Sunday evening. 

Previous efforts at:“uniting unions” 
here have been so disastrous in re- 
| sults—and to some reputations that did 
not look weil under a bright light, the 
rank and file of laborites have hesi- 
tated about making another attempt. 
But the situation has become so se- 
rious for them and memberships have 
dwindled so persistently that imme- 
diate action has seemed imperative. 
The local laborites think they have 
the man for the crisis in P. H. Me- 
Carthy. It is a fact that McCarthy 
“has a trick of the tongue,” and has

for some years been able to handle 
the discordant elements of the labor 
cause in the Bay City, backed by yel- 
low journalism, but in the City of the 
Angels this champion of the “op- 
pressed” —at $6 per, day of eight 
hours—will find quite a different sit-

The laboring men of this community 
know that their interests are better 
conserved by pursuing independent 
lines, and have come to resent the in- 
solent dictation of walking delegates.

FATAL ACCIDENT YESTERDAY ON 
SOUTH MAIN STREET. 


S. Birch Hurled from His Wagon Seat 
to the Pavement and His Back 
Broken—Died in Few Minutes With- 
out Regaining Consciousness. 


8. Birch, aged 37, a driver in the 
employ of Charles Stansbury, a grad- 
ing contractor, was almost instantly 
killed at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
in a collision between a car of the Los 
Angeles Railway Company and the 
heavy wagon in which he was haul- 
ing cement. The accident happened at 
the intersection of Twenty-third and 
Main etreets and if it was due to any 
person's carelessness, that fact may 
be brought out at the Coroner's inquest 
at 10 o'clock this morning at Pierce 
Bros.’ undertaking establishment. 

The wagon in which Birch was rid- 
ing was loaded with several barrejs 
of cement and other heavy material, 
and when he started across the street- 
railway track and saw the car ap- 
proaching it was impossible for him to 
pull the heavy load out of the way in 
time. The car was running almost 
light and at a tremendous rate of 
speed. It struck the wagon broad- 
aide on, throwing Birch yiolently to the 
paved street. ) 

He was unconscious when the street 
car men reached him, and was bieed- 
ing from a terrible wound in the leg, 
one of the large arteries havin~ been 
severed. He was carried to the drug 
store at the corner of Twenty-fifth and 
Main streets, where death resulted in 
a few minutes without his having re- 
covered consciousness. Subsequent ex- 
amination of the man's body showed 
that his back had been broken. 

By order of the Coroner the body was

DAY OF ATONEMENT. . 


Most Solemn Day of the Year for ihe 
Jewish People—All-day Services by 
Three Congregations. 

Today is the most solemn period of 
the entire year for the Jewish people. 
It is the Day of Atonement, and is to 
be observed as a time of fasting and. 
prayer and constant attendance at the 
places of worship. 

The Day of Atonement was ushered 
in last night at sundown and will 
last until sundown this evening. At ail 
places of worship of the Hebrew con- 
gregations last night preliminary serv- 
ices were held, and the prayers were 
chanted, while the rabbis and cantors 
read from the scroll. 

At the B'nai B'rith Temple, where 
the reformed congregation worships 
there was a large attendance, and 
Rabbi 8S. Hecht gave a sermon on 
“Looking to God.” A fine musical pro- 
gramme was rendered by choir and 
orchestra, under the direction of Mrs. 
Scarborough. 

Today there will be a continuous 
service at the B'nai B'rith Temple, be- 
ginning at 9:30. Rabbi Hecht will 
preach at 12 o'clock on* the theme, 
“Beeking God.” At 3:30 this afternoon 
there will be a memorial service for 
the members of the congregation who 
have died during the year, and for 
the prominent men and women of the 
country whose passing the Hebrews 
wish to commemorate. An address will 
be given at this service. The meetings 
continue until 6:30, and the last ad- 
dress will be by Rabbi Hecht on 
“Finding God.” An especially fine mu- 
sical programme will be rendered dur- 
ing the day. 

ORTHODOX JEWS. 
The orthodox Jews worship at the 
Beth Israel Synagogue on North Olive 
street. Last night the synagogue 
was brilliantly lighted, and there was 
a good attendance of the faithful. It 
was a striking scene, as this congre- 
gation carries out the old Jewish cus- 
tom of remaining covered in the house 
of God. At this service also the men 
wore the “taled,” a long white scarf- 
like garment that is worn over the left 
shoulder and is tied underneath the 
right arm. The garment signifies pur- 
ity, and indicates the ideal state for 
the Jewish conscience on the great 
day of their calendar, when the sins of 
the past year are supposed to be 


blotted out. 

This morni at 7 o'clock the ortho- 
dox Jews will n their all-day serv- 
ices at the Beth Israel Synagogue. 
and at Turner Hall. on South Main 
street. These services will continue un- 
interrupted until 5:30 this evening, 
when they will close by the blowing of 
the “Shoffer,” a real ram's horn, sim- 
jlar to the custom of the Hebrews of 
the old Mosaic days.

Another Fight to Condemn 
| Postoffice Land. 


Legal Batteries Will Open in the 
Federai Court Tuesday. 
Property Ownzrs Want Double 
What Government is Will- 
ing fo Pay. 


Once more attorneys are mafshaling 
forces for a hot fight over Los Angeles’ 
Federal building site. Next Tuesday, 
in the United States Circuit Court, 
the ghost will walk again. It is only 
the “ghost of a chance” that Uncle 
Sam will ever get the Main-street 
property at the price he has set, ac- 
cording to the property owners and 
their lawyers. This is the government's 
last try for the land on the basis of 
the existing appropriation for its 


purchase—$175,000. 
Last spring the same fight was 
made, and the government lost the 


case—on a technicality, as it chanced. 
United States District Attorney Val- 
entine has filed a new complaint, and 
the beginning of the second contest 
has been set for Tuesday morning. 

“How long, O Lord, how long?” has 
become the plaint of the Los Angeles 
citizen over this “postoffice question.” 
When will he have that big, sure 
enough postoffice building, and where 
will it be? You have a guess coming. 

A look into the Main-street property 
owners’ and leaseholders’ camp 
vesterday showed that the situation 
is practically the same as when the 
government opened its legal batteries 
on them in the spring. It is not evi- 
dent that they have brought their 
prices down a single notch, and if they 
have thelr way, twice $175,000 won't 
put a Federal building on the site de- 
sired by the authorities. 

The government secks to acquire 
possession by condemnation proceed- 
ings of 160 feet frontage on Main 
street from the line of the property at 
Main and Winston streets now in its 
possession, southerly to Fifth street. 
The appropriation for the purchase of 
additional land for 
postoffice buildin,; 
four property owners involved alone 
demand $296,000 for the land and im- 
provements, aside from the bic dam- 
ages demanded by leaseholders on 
the premises. Property owners and 
leaseholders alike are “sore” at the 
thought of having to give up for an 
alleged paltry sum what they consider 
some of the most e 
and concessions in the city. They ve 
“gone to law” with clubs in both 
hands to keep Uncle Sam off, and they 


claim that they are in no wise en- 
in a hold-up by demand- 
ng the prices they ve set. 


WHAT THEY WANT. 

According to the showing that will 
be made in court by the defendants, 
T. L. Bacon wants $120,000 for lot and 
improvements at the northeast corner 
of Main and Fifth streets. Henry 
West Hughes and Henderson Hay- 
ward want $76,000 for lot 13, and the 
southerly 30 feet of lot 14—a total of 
seventy feet frontage and $15,000 for 
improvements thereon—$90,000 in full. 
Millicent H. Olmsted wants $75,000 for 
lot 15 and northerly ten feet of lot 
14 a total of fifty feet frontage, at 
$1500 per foot; and improvements 
thereon, he values at $10,000, bringing 
his full valuation to $85,000.

Some t ew Hebrides people do 
their hair up in a bunch on the top 
of the head and stain it yellow, while 
the inhabitants of Ombai Island pass 
it all through a tube so as to make a 
kind of plume. The Mraquesas chief's 
favorite method is to shave all the 
head eexcept two patches, one over 
each temple, where he cultivates two 
horns of hair. No doubt this is to ren- 
der him more a thing of terror to his 
enemies than of admiration to his 
friends. His reason for shaving the 
rest of the head is to allow more space 
for tattooing, as if all the available 
skin of the body were not enough. 

No one has visited Fiji in the past 
without being astonished at the fear- 
ful and wonderful styles of hair dress- 
ing. They are geometrical, monu- 
mental, pyramidal and trapezoidal. An 
additional factor in this production of 
the grotesque is that the hair varies in 
color as lime varies in bileaching 
power, or as the juice of the mangrove 
in coloring matter.

COST OF PASS BOOKS. 

CAR FARE EXPENSIVE ITEM. 

The rapidity with which the nickels 
epent for car fare run into money is 
aptly ilustrated by figures prepared 
ty Councilman Davenport yesterday. 
covering the expensepof providing pass 
books for city employés who are com- 
pelled to travel about the city in pur- 
euance of their duties. 

Tt will coset the city about $5000 a 
year for car fare if the Supply Com- 
mittee follows the policy outlined fn the 
Counct] last Monday. 

The street department alone has pre- 
eented a demand for books, which will 
cost the city about $259 a month. In 
@ year tals amounts to $3300. Super- 
intendent Werdin has six men who ex- 
teed $20 a month each in car fare: two 
sewer inepectore who spend 815 2 
month each: eleven why 
apend $10 a month. and five men wi'o 
require 84 & month each for «ir fare. 

The inepeciors receive $80 aii $8 a 


require them to pay as much as $10 to 
$15 a month in car fare. For some 
time the city Bas been paying the cash 
farés in such cases.

DIVORCE SUIT. 
Husband Set the House on Fire and | 
Tried to Kill Wife—Seven Years of 
Suffering Caused by Drunken Com- 
pansion. 


After suffering seven years of the 
most inhuman cruelty from a drunken 
husband, Mrs. Mary F. Gunn was di- 
vorced from Robert Gunn in Judge | 
Conrey's-court yesterday. 

The story she told Judge Conrey ye*- 
terday was one of the most pitiful and 
shocking that the local divorce courts 
have ever turned out. c. 

Gunn is a worthless sot, who hangs 
around saloons, the butt of the tipsy 
tricks of the barroom hangers-on. Vur- 
ing the years of their married life, he 
has made home hell to his wife. 

The scene of the firet of the siory 
was laid at Warner's Ranch, where 
they ran a store and saloon. 

It was a very lonely = place for a 
women. Once Mre. Gunn got up a lit- 
tle dinner party to which vhe asked 
many of the best families who tived 
in the country around. Of course, they 
all looked forward to it as a\great 
event. 

Dinner hour came and the guests had 
assembied. The host did not appear. 
Mrs. Gunn, with a sinking heart, hunt- 
ed around and found him in the store. 
She was sick with disappointment. He 
was drunk. All the pleasure of the 
little party was gone for her, but she 
tried to cover it over and have the af- 
fair go of smoothiy. She told her 
guests that her husband hed been un- 
avoidably detained and would not be 
able to come ito the dianer. 

In the midst of the dinner he came 
stumbling in, bellowing like a bull. 
When he saw the guests he stopped 
with stupid bewilderment and demand- 
ed to know what they were there for. 
All of a sudden he began to curse them 
in every vile way he could think of 
and threw thelr wraps and coats in 
armfuls out of the window. 

The end of net Ginnér party. to which 
she had been looking forward and 
planning was that her indignant men 
guests locked her husband, howling 
and yelling, in his own gun room, and 
went home. 

But that was only an incident. Once 
he knocked her down and tried to puf 
her on the fire. Another time he would 
have killed her but for her little sis- 
ter, who heroically hit him with a bil- 
Hard cue. 

The most tragic Incident of their un- 
happiness happened the night of the 
great wind that a few years ago al- 
most swept away San Jacinto. 

As usual Gunn was drunk. He at- 
tacked hie wife and she was terror- 
stricken. Running back to the house. 
she got her sister and her two little 
children. Gathering what bed clothes 
they could carry, they hid out in the 
chaparral and made their bede there. 
The wind came up. bitter cold, and 
they had to use all the bed clothes to 
cover up the children.

IN RECEIVER'S HANDS.

REDUCTION OF WATER RATES GIT | 
HARD BLOW. 
---- 

_ Judge Wellborn Appointed T. E. New- 
lin Receiver, Who Gave Bond of 
Twenty-five Thousand Dollars—Iili- 
nois Trust and Savings Bank Piain- 
tiff. 


T. E. Newlin, second vice-president 
of the American National Bank of this 
city, was yesterday appointed by Judge 
Wellborn receiver of the entire plant 
and properties of the Fresno Water 
Company. The placing of the concern 
in the hands of a receiver was the re- 
sult of a complaint filed in the United 
States courts in which the plaintiff, 
the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, 
as trustee, alleges that April 1, 1899, 
by the terms of the trust created, the 
Fresno corporation was permitted to 
issue bonds in the sum of $500,000, 
bearing interest at 6 per cent., pay- 
able April 1 and October 1 each year. 
Th: company’s entire plant was given 
as security. bonds, 000 
worth were 
curities in t 


the amount of $310,000 are outstanding, 
on which interest is due and unpaid to 
the sum of about $30,000. 

Percy R. Wilson, one of the attor- 
neys for the plaintiff, left for Fresno 
last night on business connected with 
the case. It is stated that the action tn 
question is taken in order to bring 
about a reorganization of the concern 
and to place it upon a new footing. 
The caure of its present financial con- 
dition, it is claimed, is due to the ac- 
tion taken by the municipality of 
Fresno last spring, reducing the water 
rate within the city to such a figure 
that the company has been cut out of 
earnings to a ruinous extent. 

Judge Wellborn also issued an in- 
junction prohibiting the disposal of 
any property or receipts of the Fresno 
Water Company pending ings. 

Receiver Newlin gave bond in the 
sum of $25,000, and the property was 
placed in his hands.

NO MORE TEACHERS. 
Prof. Foshay Says Schools Are Well 
Equipped With Instructors — Condi- 


ditions Otherwise Fairly Settled. 


“There is no need for more teachers 
than we have at present,” sald 
Superintendent of Schools J. A. 
Foshay yesterday. “The impres- 
sion was given outat the open- 
ing of the school year that we were 
handicapped for lack of Instructors. 
This brought an avalanche of appli- 
cations from all parts of the country, 
and scores of teachers sought us in 
person. Several vacancies existed by 
reason of resignations and new posl- 
tions being created, but these were 
quickly filled.” 

Superintendent Foshay says that 
conditions have settled down and the 
echoola are running as well as ‘could 
be expected with the inadequate ac- 
commodations. The average daily en- 
rollment for last week was 23,674, or 
3500 more than for the corresponding 
week of jiast year. There are now 134 
half-day sessions, and the congested 
state of the schools will not be alto- 

the: relieved until the latter part of 

ebruary, when the last of the build- 
ings now projected will be ready.

OB AFTER PRISONER 
AT SANTA PAULA. 


THREATENED TO LYNCH ACCUSED 
“LAY EXHORTER.” 


F. T. Allen Charged With “4einous Of- 
fense by Parents of Little Girls, and 
Saved from Violence by Jail Guards. 
High Excitement.

CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES} 


SANTA PAULA, Sept. 3.—F. T. Al- 
len, a wealthy Free ‘Methodist ‘lay 
exhorter,”” well known and heretofore 
highly respected, was arrested iast 
night on a charge of attempted rape. 
He is accused of heinous actions 
toward four or five little girls. The 
complaint was preferred by Mre. D. 
Richardson on behalf of her little 
Gaughter, and acting also for the 
parents of severa! other children. Al- 
len was taken to jail and when the 
facts became known the town was 
thrown into a high pitch of excite- 
ment. The revolting nature of the 
crimes charged to Allen angered cit- 
igzens to the danger point and mob vio- 
lence was attempted. Many stood 
ready to lynch Allen. More sensational 
gecenes than were ever before wit- 
‘pessed in this town resulted. 

The arrest was made at 9 o'clock 
and within a few hours ugly threats 
were heard on many sides. Marshal 
Baker, who is also a Deputy Sheriff, 
and Special Officer Sawyer guarded 
the jail and only their determined 
‘etand saved Allen the noose, 

Several attempts were made during 
the night to get at the prisoner, but 
each time the gatherings of mutteri 
and cursing men were easily Eepereed 


zens. At about 12:30 this morning the 
mob became’ more desperate and 
moved upon the lockup with a rope all 
ready, intending to take Allen from 
the authorities and hang him on the 
spot. Guard Sawyer and Marshal Ba- 
ker threatened to shoot to kill, when 
the prisoner was demanded from them, 
and the crowd saw that they meant it.
